Emperor Hirohito 
Interesting Character 


The personality and interests of the 
new Japanese Emperor, Hirohito, were 
described recently by General Charles 
H. Sherrill, who met the ruler when 
he was heir to the throne in Paris in 
1921, through Count Chinda, former 
Japanese Ambassador in Washington, 
and old friend of General Sherrill. The 
Prince had made an extensive tour of 
Europe and despite his youth had left 
behind an impression of an extraordin- 
ary grasp of Western ideas of govern- 
ment, economics and social institu- 
tions, said General Sherrill. 

“Prince Hirohito was not only an In- 
teresting personality,” -he said, “but 
above all an “interested” personality. 
When he learned form. Count Chinda 
that I had spent several months in 
Japan in 1919 he questioned me at 
length on my impressions of his coun- 
try, and displayed the keenest interest 
in every phase of Western politics and 
government. It was at a large recep- 
tion given by the French in his honor 
that I met him, and in the midst of a 
brilliant assemblage of Occidentals he 
was a figure ofj outstanding interest. 
Simple and dignified in his bearing, he 
had the face of a student, representing 
all the traditions of his ancient coun- 
try, yet showing an eager desire to 
learn everything possible of the civili- 
zation o fa different world. No finer 
compliment could have ben paid to the 
peoples of Europe than the interest 
he evinced in their life and institu- 
tions. 

“With his accession to the throne 
Japan has her grst ruler who {fs intl- 

| mately acquainted with the Western 
| world. It is a significant fact that the 
greatest world power i nthe Far East 
is a man who thus appreciates the 
aims and aspirations of the Occident. 
Representing as he does the unbroken 
traditions of 2,500 years, it is evident 
that there can come no radical 
changes of a political nature under his 
rule. His family is a symbol of sta- 
bility, of governmental continuty, pro- 
viding a bulwark against boishevism 
and kindred dangers.”

No one generation can determine 
what classics it is producing. The 
final judgment must and will be pro- 
nounced by succeeding generations: 
Walt Whitman. and Lincoln were look- 
ed on with contempt by many of their 
most highly educated contemporaries. 
And yet Whitman's “O Captain! My 
Captain!” and Lincoln's Gettysburg 
Speech will liveas long ae the Eng- 
lish language lives. 

Nor does a classic have to be “high- 
brow stuff.” If it is ‘a genuine intelll~ 
gent and witty picture of a certain 
aspect of society, even 
may become a classic; although I am 
bound to say that most of our modern 
hest-sellers-have very little chance of 
achieving this immortality. Artificial 
and pretentious writing never makes a 
classic. Sincérity, simplicity, hd 
spontaneity are qualities that every 
true classic—whether in music, paint- 
ing, prose or poetry— possesses; all 
others pretending to the titles are 
counterfeits. Net nobody hoodwink 
you into supposing that the olassics 
are pompous, stilted, and boresome. If 
they were, nobody would read them— 
not even your teachers and professors.

A Practical Hint for Children’s 

» Socks -and’Stockings. 

Always try to mend the children’s 
socks and stockings before they are 
washed. This applies also to all stock- 
ings, but it is specially necessary 
where there {s a large weekly basket 
of mending. ’ 

Where there is a family of, boys the 
inevitable football ‘stockings will re- 
quire mich ettention. It is a good 
plan to ravel the leg of an old stock- 
ing in ordér to mend-the others with 
that yarn. Sometimes a patch cut 
from the foot will effectually trans- 
form a hopelessly large hole in the 
heel to a neat and successful mend. 

Lay the piece under the hole to be 
mended, darn it down all round on the 
wright side and cut away ‘supérfiuous 
material. Do not cut too closely, how- 
ever, and if possible press with a cool} 
iron after washing. 

Great care should be ‘observed in 
washing children’s littls white woolen 
socks, for they should-not be allowed 
to.get smaller and smaller as will cer- 
tainly happen with careless washing. 
Nash them quickly, one at a time, in 
verm (not hot)--water. with soap, lath- 

“Otily When necessary to remove 
biti stain from @ brown shoe or from 
mud splashes ‘should the soap be 
rubbed on them. Rinse,«them in water 
about the same temperature, softened 
with a-shake of soap. Then squeeze 
out the water, never wring it out with 
a@ twisting motion of both hands, and 
finally squeeze it in a towel. 

When all, are ready to dry, hang 
them up by the toes, each one sepa- 
rately, in a draft or in a warm place, 
but never before a-hot fire. See that 
tis sock hangs in the shape of the 
eock a6 worn, not as folded when new. 
Endeavor to stretch each one, while 
drying, from heel to toe; {if possible, 
do it several times, Pull hard. -This 
will, keep its original shape. and one

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Speeding Up the Bearing Age. 
Though it is perfectly natural to 
want to get our orchards into bearing 
as quickly as possible, and though we 
are justified in putting more or less 
pressure on the trees to bring: that 
about, yet we frequently. overdo it. 

The principal factors which influ- 
ence early bearing are the following: 
Setting precocious variéties, summer- 
pruning the trees while young, setting 
the orchard on soils which are ‘not 
overfertile, and being conservative in 
our use of cultivation and fertilizers 
which promote growth. 

Now, any-one of these is legitimate 
if kept within bounds. We might easily 
justify setting McIntosh, which comes 
into bearing in five or six years, in 
preference to Northern Spy,* which 
takes ten to fifteen years; and we 
might well be cautious enough in our 
use of nitrogenous fertilizers so that 
our trees do not overgrow.

February is an especially satis- 
fying period for the amateur gard- 
ener.

+ tising done by a banker comes to us 
from the early Greeks about tho fifth 
century B.C. Caicus, a banker of 
some seaport city, perhaps Alexan- 
dria, made the following announce- 
ment, which, it is supposej,appeared 
engraved in neat characters over the 
doorway of his banking establishment: 
|‘To natives and to strangers this bank 
gives equal dpaling; deposit and with- 
jaraw for the calculation comes to ac- 
count. Let another make: excuses; 
Caicus pays, foreign moneys at re- 
quest, even by night.” This. is Dr. 
pes translation of a quatrane ac- 
credited to the poet Theocritus. Cal- 
cus was even a little in advance of 
the modern banker in that he wag pre- 
pared to carry on his banking business 
after night, as wel as during the cus- 
tomary daylight hours.

Influenza (La Grippe). 

Infiuenza is here. Not in its worst 
form, perhaps, but it is bad enough— 
colds are rife. The so-called “common } 
cold” may be considered @ catarrhal 
inflammation of the nose and throat. 
With simple treatment the fnflamma- 
tion subsides in a week or two. In say 
eight cases out of ten there are no 
general or constitutional symptoms; 
in the other two, however, serious con- 
ditions may be found in the bronchial 
tubes, lung tissue, stomach and intes- 
tines, nervous system, heart, etc. 
These are sometimes termed compli- 
cations; it matters little what we call 
them; they are essentially part of the 
disease. 

It would be well for the public to 
understand distinctly that in all cases 
of pronounced Grippe the heart is dis- 
eased. After careful investigation a 
few years ago a committee of dis- 
tinguished London and Paris physt- 
cians made the statement: “Report: o! 
thirty postmortems showed constent 
occurrence of dilatation of the heart 
with myocarditis in the majority of 
cases, also inflammation of the bron- 
chial tubes and lung tissues which we 
may call bronchial pneumonia.” 

The affection of the heart, is really 
the serious condition; as a rule it pre- 
sents no symptoms, gives no, positive 
Indication (except some weakness not 
properly appreciated) and no physical 
sign which can be definitely detected. 

What Lappens? That to a larg® ex- 
tent depends upon the patient's con- 
duct. Even slight exertion may have a 
serious effect; not infrequently if the 
patient indulges in exertion.too soon 
‘the result is death. 

Prevention. For the next three 
jmonths consider the common cold as 
serious. Symptoms indicating its seri- 
jousness are frequently wanting. If 
there is the slightest sign of anything 
beyond a sore throat, such ‘as chill, 
weakness, muscular pains, etc., go to 
bed at once and send for a physician. 
Stay in bed and undergo. treatment 
until permission is given to get out of 

Then stay in the house and keep 
as quiet as possible until the muscular 
strength comes back to the system. 

This Is the dangerous time when 
very slight exertion is often followed 
by a fatal result. Frequently it is the 
most energetic people who go in this 
way, and we know many of our old 
friends who were’ snuffed out by re- 
turning to work too soon.

There is the further evidence that 
while French maps show the foregoing

A Rotation of Potatoes. 


Speaking of crop rotations a good 
rotation for potatoos, as Messrs. E. S. 
Hopkins and W. C. Hopper on crop 
rotations and soil management in 
Eastern Canada say in their bulletin 
published at Ottawa, is to have it fol- 


‘low sod and especially clover sod. In“ 


this connection.a three-year rotation 
like this, first year potatoes, second 


year oats, third year clover hay, will 


be found satisfactory. If thought ad- 
visable the rotation might be extended

our authorities point out, to plant po- 
tatoes and old sod that has been in 

or pasture for several years on 
account=af, the danger from wire, 
worms and White. grubs, On such land 
it és advisable to first grow another 
crop, such as oats, following with po- 
tatoes.

red clover, alsike may be substituted 
or the potatoes can follow grass.

as scabby potatoes may result. If, 
however, the potatoes are grown not 
oftener than’ once in four years lime!
